Knoch  High’s  powerhouse  bas- 
ketball team  remained  on  sched- 
ule last  night  at  Karns  City  as  it 
overwhelmed  the  young  Gremlins 
with  a second-half  rush.  82-59.  to 
emerge  with  the  Butler  County 
League  lead. 

The  Knights  of  coach  Dale  Ma- 
han found  themselves  alone  in  the 
command  position  when  Slippery 
Rock,  the  loop's  Class  B leader, 
stopped  Victory  Joint's  unbeaten 
skein  at  nine  games  in  a 94-74 
offensive  battle. 

Coach  Mahan's  club  stands  as 
the  only  undefeated  entry  in  the 
county  circuit  with  a 4-0  record 
and  also  has  an  overall  string  of 
eight  wins,  just  one  short  of  Vic- 
tory’s. Knoch' s season  pace  is 
row  12-1  and  growing  with  each 
passing  week.
